TWO WOMEN FORMED PART OF 


GANG WHICH SWINDLED FAR-

Following up the movements of the 


gang of swindlers which relieved a re- 
tired Canadian farmer of ?10,000 in 
cash on a fake deal in copper stock 
here last week, it has been learned 
that after leaving the victim for the 
alleged purpose of visiting the branch 
stock exchange office to see if they 
could get a part of their money back, 
two members of the gang, Wardell 
and Adams, made a hurried trip to 
what is supposed to be their head- 
quarters at Sanford. At that city all 
trace of them was lost. 


The two men are said to have gone 


Immediately to a local garage, where 
they hired a Ford car with a negro 
chauffeur to drive them to Sanford, 
stating that they'were ready to go at 
once. They appeared to be in no par- 
ticular rush, but waited until the car 
•was ready and climbed in. They then 
directed the negro driver to go to the 
corner 
of Magnolia and Douglas 


streets, where they were met by a 
woman, who was standing on the side- 
walk. One of the men got out of the 
car and had a short talk with the 
woman. The chauffeur was instructed 
to take a good look at the woman, so 
lie would know her when he returned. 


After leaving the city the chauffeur 


was urged to send the car through to 
the limit and was given §2 extra for 
himself as an impetus to fast driving. 
The trip from here to Sanford was 
made in about as fast time as it was 
ever made by a Ford. 


Arriving at Sanford the chauffeur 


•was instructed to drive to the Sanford 
Tiotel. Scarcely waiting for the car to 
stop they jumped out, one man going 
into the hotel and the other rushing 
into a barber shop. 
The man who 


went into the hotel came out again 
almost immediately and was met on 
the walk by a woman, who handed 
him a letter. This letter was handed 
to the chauffeur with instructions to 
deliver it to the woman in New Smyr- 
na, and the man and woman disap- 
peared into the hotel. 


That was Ihe last seen of Wardell 


and Adams. Kerwood, the leader of 
the gang, has not been seen since the 
fake deal in copper was pulled off. 


When the negro chauffeur returned 


to New Smyrna the woman who was 
let here, probably to watch for any 
efforts at pursuit, was waiting at the 
corner of Canal and Palmetto streets 
and was handed the letter. She im 
mediately opened and read it, and the 
•woman has not been seen since. 


Sheriff Morris is said to be following 


up what slender clews he could pick 
up and is making an effort to trace 
the swindlers.

A MILLION IN LOOT FROM FLORIDA 


(St. 
Petersburg Independent) 


Florda swarmed with confidence men and crooks of all 


kinds, according to a well known detective who was in the 
state during the season just closed and he knows what he is 
talking about. 
The state was looted; that is, more than a mil- 


lion dollars were taken away from winter visitors by the crooks. 
Several visitors in St. Petersburg contributed liberally to the 
fund that the confidence men took from Florida. They did not 
do this voluntarily; they were defrauded out of their money by 
smooth men who know how to work an old game. 


It is an outrage that these confidence men are allowed to 


continue to operate in this state season after season. 
They 


come to St. Petersburg and other places in the state and live 
in fine hotels or houses, have an abundance of money to spend 
and seem to be immune from arrest. 
They are well organized 


and play their victims with skill. It is said that they always 
investigate every man who is approached before finally closing 
a deal, agents in the north getting full information regardnig 
prospective victims to enable the actual operators in this state 
to work with confidence. 


All kinds of stories have been afloat here regarding the 


confidence men. It has been stated that they were given pro- 
tection in many places, if not in St. Petersburg. Certainly the 
men seemed to get tips of what was being done to trap them 
and they have always been able to elude the net spread for 
their feet. In St. Petersburg no arrests were made during the 
season just closing though there were many of the crooks here 
during the winter. 
Several men suspected of being members 


of the gang of wire tappers were ordered to leave the city 
and went, thereby showing that they were guilty of something, 
for no respectable, innocent person would obey police orders 
to leave town. 


Police of the cities frequented by the confidence men 


should get together and co-operate to stamp out the evil that 
has existed each season for several years. 
By co-operation and 


hard work the police of the state could make Florida so hot for 
the gang that it would have to leave. The newspapers of the 
state did much to thwart the crooks this winter, but the papers 
must have the help of the police.
